land isto besown with poppy seed, but whers 
itis already in the ground, w fing of two or 
three bushels of rico ig td bo exacted from 
each farmer, according to the quality of his 
crop, thie rice being turned into the public 
Qranariee’as a provision against Eomine. By 
thia means the fear that the poppy will 
dangerously diminish the coreal crops is 
met aud guarded against. And, to use tho 
Governor's own worda, “ the indacement to 
onuage in poppy cultivation being simply a 
question of profit, when the farmara find it 
uo longer pays, they very soon abandon it, 
and the schema adopted by the momorialist

above sketched out is so eimple that it may 
be followad by ‘other provincial’ governors.
